G r e e l e y is somewhat mixed up in 
the B e e c h e r -T i l t o n m atter. It is 
in evidence th at in reply to T i l t o n ’s 
request to visit his house during his 
absence, H o r a c e said no, he would 
not; that he did not think it a good 
habit to visit a wife while her husband 
was away. This is all lie knows about 
the case. 


T h e report that L e l a n d S t a n f o r d 
had resigned the Presidency of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, and t h a t 
C h a r l e s C r o c k e r h a d been elected 
to fill the vacancy is not true. 
The 
error grew out of the fact that Mr. 
S t a n f o r d went East on a visit of a 
few weeks, and Mr. C r o c k e r acted as 
President ad interim 


R e p o r t s th at the fruit is going to 
waste are chronicled in a num ber of 
our exchanges. W hen we have a few 
more Alden fruit dryers in operation 
this story will no longer be heard. 
The energy of Mr. G e o . B. D a v t s , as­ 
sisted by a few of our moneyed men, 
will soon have a sufficient num ber of 
these evaporators in operation to save 
all the fruit grown, or th at can be 
grown, in this valley. 


G e o . D. R o b e r t s a well known 
Stock broker and capitalist of San 
Francisco was indicted some months 
ago on a charge of obtaining money 
under fale pretenses, through selling 
stock in the Burro-Burro mines which 
he knew to be worthless. 
The case 
came up for trial a few days ago and 
the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty without leaving their seats. 
The 
complainant 
was one 
L. L. 
T r e a d w e l l who invested $50,000 in 
Burro-Burro stock and not realizing 
from it he undertook to play even on 
R o b e r t s but failed to accomplish his 
purpose. 


The New Railroad. 


The Southern Californian, of Ana­ 
heim, does not have much confidence 
in the Los Angeles and Coast Railway 
Company, and more than doubts the 
success of the enterprise for which the 
company is organized. Our southern 
neighbor gives the names of a number 
of companies that have disbanded be­ 
fore accomplishing their mission and 
intim ates that the last on the list of 
railroad organizations'will go the way 
of the rest. 
We are more confident. 
The new company is not undertaking 
a large job. The difference between 
the cost and the importance of the 
proposed narrow gauge is considerable. 
No enterprise started in this valley 
has been received with as much favor by 
the people generally as this one to give 
us another outlet to the sea. The stock 
is in demand, and already nearly the 
entire amount required before com­ 
mencing the work, is subscribed. We 
thank the Californian for its compli­ 
m entary rem ark relative to the influ­ 
ence of the H e r a l d , and will add 
th at we shall continue in the future, 
as we have in the past, to advocate all 
measures which we believe designed 
to advance the interests of the entire 
valley. 


A Bad Precedent. 


Sensible Remarks. 


The Common Council, or at least 
seven members of that body, decided 
to donate the City Assessor $700 more 
than he is allowed by law as his an­ 
nual salary. This will strike the ma­ 
jority of people as a very careless 
handling of the taxpayers’ money. 
The Assessor accepted the office with 
a fixed salary of $500 per annum , and 
it will be difficult to explain why the 
Council votes him $700 in excess of 
what his salary 
amounts to. 
He 
agreed to do the work for $500, and the 
plea that the job was greater and more 
expensive than he expected, is not 
entitled to consideration. The Asses­ 
sor is a city contractor. The corpora­ 
tion offered $500 to the person who 
would do the city assessing for one 
year, and the Assessor undertook the 
job for the stipulated compensation, 
and he has no right to ask and the 
Council no right to give him one dol­ 
lar more. If the Assessor may come 
in for extra pay, the H e r a l d may 
also ask and receive extra pay. The 
H e r a l d Publishing Company are do­ 
ing the city printing at a considerable 
loss. We took the contract at rates 
which would just cover the cost of the 
work, provided the volume did not 
exceed that of last year. But, like the 
Assessor, we have been a little mis­ 
taken. The Council is heaping the 
work upon us, and at the rate it is now 
coming in, the actual cost of composi­ 
tion will exceed by one thousand dol­ 
lars or more the sum for which we 
agreed to do the work. Have not the 
H e r a l d and Crónica the same right 
as the Assessor to ask for indem nity 
on a losing job? One claim is as just 
as the other, and if one is granted the 
other cannot be denied. If the Council 
is so liberal with the taxpayers’ money 
th at the Assessor is presented a seven 
hundred dollar slice, we see no reason 
why we and the Crónica and other 
contractors may not be favored in the 
same way. 


There were 215 arrests in Sacramen­ 
to last month. 


Some people have a fixed notion 
that the employment of a person to 
perform a stipulated service gives 
them the right to control that person’s 
every thought and action. In no in­ 
dividual or corporation has this spirit 
more strongly or arbitrarily m ani­ 
fested itself than in school directors. 
Sometimes the school director pos­ 
sesses all the characteristics of a don­ 
key, except the ears. Such directors 
are generally tyrants, and would not 
under any circumstances employ a 
young man or a young woman as a 
teacher who did not think on all po­ 
litical and religious subjects just as 
they did. Some of these old fellows 
learned geography on the flat earth 
thoory, and of course they will have 
no teacher holding globe notions. 
Others have peculiar religious tencnts, 
and they will support no teacher not 
so peculiarly twisted. Of these old 
fossils the Chicago Teacher says: “Our 
observation lately has led us to con­ 
clude that there are some school di­ 
rectors living yet, in tho last half of 
this nineteenth century, who believe 
that when they “ hire ” a teacher they 
hire all th at is of him —body, soul, 
mind, conscience, everything; that by 
engaging to teach their school he has 
engaged to hold no opinions contrary 
to their opinions; to cherish no doxy 
except their doxy; to vote as they vote; 
to think as they think; to bless what 
they bless, and to curse what they 
curse. 
Such beings are as fit for 
school directors, as a H ottentot is fit 
for a courtier, or a Modoc for a family 
priest. They have yet to learn tho 
first principles of manhood, of Chris­ 
tian charity, of civilization. A school 
board is derelict in its duty if it neg­ 
lects to demand of a teacher the full­ 
est exercise of his powers, and a per­ 
fect abstinence from all instruction of 
politics and religion, in the school 
room, and a perfectly moral character 
both in the school room and out of it. 
Beyond this they have no right to go. 
The parliam entary law is here re­ 
versed. A teacher may be called to 
account for words spoken in the school 
room, but not for sentiments expressed 
out of it. And a school official who 
permits party or sectarian zeal to in­ 
fluence his vote for, or conduct to a 
teacher, either for or against him, de­ 
serves the execration of the communi­ 
ty; and so does the teacher who sac­ 
rifices his manhood by becoming a 
slave to the whims of a school board.” 


Railroad Prospects. 


One of the engineers of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company is now or­ 
ganizing a company in San Francisco 
for the purpose of thoroughly exam­ 
ining the different routes by which 
the Southern Pacific road may pass 
through the mountains between the 
Los Angeles and the San Joaquin 
Valleys. 
The exam ination of the 
country will be very thorough, and it 
is probable that some of the routes 
run by this party will be adopted as 
the location of the road. I t appears 
that the company fully realize the im ­ 
portance of connecting the roads in 
this valley with the m ain trunk of the 
W estern Pacific, now completed to 
Bakersfield, at the earliest possible 
moment. W e regard the sending out 
of a corps of engineers w ith instruc­ 
tions to rerun every line and carefully 
examine each route, as indicative of 
active operations in road building 
early next Spring. The report of the 
chief of the party now about to start 
out will no doubt determine the route 
of the road, and this once settled, the 
wires of tho Atlantic and Pacific Tele­ 
graph Company will be extended to 
this city almost immediately, which 
will be another great accommodation 
to the people of this part of the world. 


MURDER. 


Hnu Literally Chopped 1'p with 
an Axe. 


[From the San B ernardinoG uardlan, S ept.5.] 
We have had a carnival of violent 
crimes during the week. 
First, the 
attem pted robbery of the stage; next, 
the desperate attem pt of the robbers 
to escape from the officers, and now a 
murder, horrible and revolting in its 
cold-blooded details. 
The details of the murder are, as far 
as known, as followa: The murdered 
man, Smith, and the alleged m urder­ 
er, Bonner, were observed together on 
Monday night. They had a bottle of 
whisky, and were drinking. 
They 
had been enemies until recently, when 
a reconciliation was affected, since 
which they had apparently been on 
friendly terms. W hile on bad terms 
Bonner, it is said, frequently made 
threats against Sm ith, declaring that 
he could kill him without compunc­ 
tion. 
It is said that he made the 
same expression on the night of the 
killing. 
The chief witness against Bonner is 
Samuel Reynolds, his cook. Reynolds 
says th at on Monday evening he saw 
Bonner and Sm ith walking past a 
window in Bonner’s house; that a few 
moments after he heard a noise, as of 
a falling body; that he then opened 
the door and heard three blows; that 
as he opened the door, Bonner turned, 
running around the house, with some­ 
thing in his hand, and then entered 
the house. 
Reynolds then ran to 
Smith and found him lying on the 
ground; spoke to him, but was not 
answered. He examined Sm ith sev­ 
eral times after, and always found him 
unconscious. 
Reynolds 
thereafter 
adopted a very singular course, to say 
the least; he kept quiet, spread no 
alarm, said nothing to Bonner. In 
the morning he gave the alarm, ac­ 
cusing Bonner of the murder, who 
was, upon the suggestion of Mr. Cal­ 
houn, arressed. An inquest was held 
by Justice Atdinson, and the forego­ 
ing testim ony elicited. 
Bonner was immediately dispatched 
in custody of Messrs. Hurley, Cum­ 
mings and Murphy, to jail here. He 
and his wife protest his innocence, but 
public opinion in Holcomb unani­ 
mously declares his guilt. The killing 
was done with a heavy instrnment, 


probably an axe, though it cannot be 
found. The murder was most cold- 
bloooded and brutal. 
In the absence of clearer testimony 
It would be unfair to express our opin­ 
ion as to thfe guilt of the prisoner. We 
can only hope that the murder will be 
brought home to the murderer, who­ 
ever lie is. 


H iram Richardson killed a grizzly 
on the 19th instant, in the mountains 
between Shasta and Butte valleys. 
He has his sheep graziug on the 
mountains about ten miles nortli of 
Bull’s meadows, and nearly west of 
Ball’s. He baited a gun for him, and 
sure enough, when the latter took 
hold of the bait, ho discharged the 
gun and received the contents in his 
body. 


The Sacramento lice of Tuesday 
says: “ Notices of wild coffee appear­ 
in g in the papers remind us of the fact 
that in 1865, John Sm ith, of Sutter 
Gardens, attempted the experiment of 
ooffe culture. Ho had 6,OOU plants but 
they did not prove a success. 
The 
climate ivas too cold for them .”

E d it o r H e r a l d : Let not those of 
our citizens who have not seen the 
collection of paintings of Mr. Charles 
Kaiser, now on exhibition at the 
salesrooms of Messrs. Dewey, Kimball 
& Co., fail to do so. As pieces of 
virtu, many of these paintings are 
mnster-pieees. Ninety-seven in num­ 
ber, t» criticize them all would require 
the study of weeks; indeed, some of 
the paintings alone are worthy of a 
week’s study; and all of them will 
give pleasure. “ The Ascension of the 
Virgin Mary ” is an exquisite piece of 
art; the variety of expression of the 
group assembled around the bier of 
the Virgin, painted as just having 
bursted the cerements of death, the 
divine radiance of her features and the 
host of welcoming angels, are the con­ 
ception of genius, and the coloring 
that of an artist. This picture alone 
would repay a visit. “ The Cruci­ 
fixion” is a fine picture, representing 
the Roman soldier piercing the side of 
our Lord with his spear and the terror 
of the fleeing multitude, who were but 
just crying "Crucify Him!” as in the 
dark heavens the lightning’s flash 
illumines the scene. 
“ The apocryphal tale of Susanna 
and the Elders” is portrayed by three 
pictures, all of which are studies 
themselves which are sure to please. 
“ The Madonna,” after Murillo, is the 
most magnificent painting of the col­ 
lection. A more sublime face was 
never put on canvass; the contour, the 
features, all — forehead, eyes, nose, 
mouth, chin and the posé of the head, 
the airy drapery, floating transpar­ 
ently, the chembinus surrounding, the 
moon, waned to a crescent, on which 
she stands, are the conceptions of a 
poet as well as the execution of an ar­ 
tist. Such a combination of beauty 
was never seen crystalized in flesh 
and blood, and such a painting not to 
be seen in America. Los Angeles and 
probably California will not have an­ 
other such opportunity to gratify the 
festhetic, to cultivate a taste that has 
given unalloyed pleasure for centu­ 
ries and refines its devotees. Let all 
citizens go. “ For a thing of beauty 
is a joy forever,” and such are all these 
paintings.

From the Southern Californian of Sept. 5. 
The Anaheim Hotel will be lighted 
with gas in a few days. 
Fifty thousand dollars of the capital 
stock of the Bolsa Chica Wharf Com­ 
pany has been subscribed. 
A second assessment of five dollars 
per share has been levied upon the 
capital stock of the Bolsa Chica Wharf 
Company. 
Alexander Henry has obtained a 
fine flow of artesian water at a depth 
of 320 feet. Being desirous of trying 
for a still greater flow, lie proposes to 
go still deeper. 
Hunters report deer very numerous 
in the Santa mountains. Mr. John 
Azbill returned a few days ago wtth 
eight, the result of an afternoon and 
morning hunt. 
A few days ago, as Mr. John Azbill 
was descending a peak of the Santa 
Ana in company with his father-in- 
law, Mr. Burris, they had occasion to 
pass close along the top of a dill', de­ 
scending almost perpendicularly over 
fifty feet. Upon reaching the difficult 
point of passage, Mr. Azbill, who was 
in advance and laden with a large 
buck, cautioned Mr. Burris about mak­ 
ing a misstep. He hail scarcely turned 
and started on, however,before hearing 
a noise he looked back and to his hor­ 
ror saw the old gentleman falling,sur­ 
rounded by a cloud of dust, created by 
his struggle to regain his footing. As 
quickly as possible he descended the 
clitF, expecting to find the mangled 
remains of his companion, but by 
good luck the old geutelmah had fall­ 
en upon a bed of leaves, the only spot 
where he could have done so without 
death resulting instantaneously.

E d it o r H e r a l d : It may not be 
known to all your readers that we 
have in our vicinity so interesting a 
place as Bolsa Chica. At Anaheim 
Landing there is an inlet from Jlie 
ocean and a considerable bay formed 
back of the coast, say half a mile, 
and along down the coast four miles, 
a barrier of sand being between this 
and the ocean. This is called Balsa 
Chica, or “ Little Pocket.” At the 
southern extremity of this there is a 
strip of mesa or table land a few feet 
above high water, which runs out to 
a point, making an exceedingly fine 
place for a Wharf, which wo hope will 
soon be constructed. Here, again, is 
another inlet, wider than the other, 
where the water rushes in and out 
with the tide, and in one place not 
over 150 yards distant from the other. 
Tlijs forms a larger basin, and also, I 
think, is tho outlet of the Santa Ana 
river. This is called Bolsa Grande, 
“Large Pocket.” The region around,in­ 
cluding both, comprises a large grant, 
marked, on tho maps of the grants, 
Las Bolsas, “ The Pockets.” 
On this point, between the two and 
where the wharf is located, my fam­ 
ily have camped a month or two, and 
have enjoyed as excellent sea-bathing, 
I think, as can be found anywhere. 
As a bathing place it is far superior to 
Santa Monica; shallow water a con­ 
siderable distance, a bottom as smooth 
as a carpet, and being exactly on the 
lee side of Catalina Island, the waves 
are very gentle, so that the most deli­ 
cate ladies can withstand their force. 
It has not the advantage of trees, 
valley and water for drinking that 
Santa Monica has, but for bathing and 
fishing it is far superior. When the 
wharf is made, an artesian well bored 
and other conveniences arranged, it 
will certainly be a fashionable water­ 
ing place. Since we came here others 
have come and camped near us,and the 
Westminster colony people turn out in 
force twice a week *aud, withal, make 
it exceedingly pleasant—for they are 
truly the finest set of people one can 
meet with in an age. 
One excellence of this place is that 
theLord’sday is sacred. Nobody comes 
to have sport, to hunt or fish on this 
day; but on Tuesdays and Fridays, 
particularly, there have been so many 
families here as sometimes to make 
over 5Ü persons, and no word of pro­ 
fanity, or even slang, to make ones 
ears tingle, as in so many places in 
California. 
To-day we prevailed on “Uncle Joe,” 
the old fisherman, to let us Lave his 
seine. We put it on our shoulders and 
waded out through the waves “to let 
down the net for a draught,”—two 
pteachers, one doctor, one judge, etc., 
—and we hauled ashore twice, a half 
bushel or more of fish each time. We 
“gathered the good into vessels and 
cast the bad away.” We thought of 
the Kingdom of Heaven being like It; 
aud with sadness, for the greater part 
were bad. 
There were great bull-eyed, long­ 
tailed monsters, with flippers like bats, 
some stinging rays, some flounders 
(which we find the very finest of fish 
to eat), and other good fish, so that all 
could have a fine mess of the good. 
We did not “cast away” the bad fish 
into the sea again; we took great clubs 
and broke the back of every one of 
them. The ladies, after having so 
many pleasant baths, when they 
looked on these began to think bath­ 
ing dangerous; but there seems to be 
no trouble when one goes dashing aud 
splashing into the water, for the sting­ 
ray cannot burrow in the hard sand so 
as to be trod upon, but like another 
fish is scared away when lively 
folks bathe. In the inlets, where they 
find soft mud, It would be dangerous; 
but never can be in the clear water 
and smooth bottom of Bolsa Chica if 
any care is taken. In the inlets, large 
cribs might be made to keep out the 
rays and keep people oft* the bottom, 
where swimming schools could be es­ 
tablished and every one taught to 
swim.
